Programme Notes

Adoro Te Devote 


Adoro Te Devote [Thee we adore] is a Gregorian 
chant. Born out of the spread of Christianity 
in the fourth century, Gregorian chant, also 
called plainchant, was created as a specific Latin 
chant for the Christian liturgy. It derives its 
name from Pope Gregory I, who served as Pope 
from 590-604 AD. Gregory is credited with 
composing and collecting hundreds of chants. 
Plainchant fell into relative disuse in the cen- 
turies following the advent of polyphony, but 
resurfaced in the nineteenth century. Some 
thousands of chants were collected and pub- 
lished in the early years of the twentieth cen- 
tury. 

Adoro Te Devote is a typical plainchant, 
with a single, fluid, undulating un-harmonized 
melody. Unlike some plainchants, it does not 
belong to a specific service or time of year. 





Gloria ad modum tubae 
GUILLIAME DUFAY 

Born in Beersel, 1397 

Died in Cambrai, 1474 


Dufay, a Burgundian composer, is one of the 
most important figures in the music of the early 
Renaissance. His music represents a blending 
of English, French, and Italian styles, and also 
a blending of medieval and “modern” prac- 
tices. Dufay’s Gloria ad modum tubae [Trum- 
pet Gloria] is a good example of his 
compositional style: the melodies are supple 
and concise, the harmonies are imbued with a 
late-medieval chromaticism, textures are trans- 
parent, and the text setting is remarkably clear. 
The piece is a sacred song, setting the text 
“Gloria in excelsis Deo.” The vocal texture is 
imitative; fluid but not too florid. The voices 
are supported by trumpets playing simple two 
and three-note ostinato patterns.
